Westmoor. across the river 
from this city, is surrounded by wa­ 
ter and Is practically deserted. 
Five 
hundred families at Kuschkes Pat< h. 
south of this city, hail to leave their 
homes, the water being several feet 
deep on the first floor. 
Moat of the 
west side of this city’s line to the 
town of Kingston, a mile away. Is un­ 
der water; Nesbitt park, the Wilkes- 
Barre Driving park and the Diamond 
City park are flooded Communication 
between this city and Kingston is cut 
off anti on the west bank the river 
now spreads a mile and a half beyond 
its natural limits. 
Many families In the lower section 
of this city have been forced from 
their homes and the city has estab­ 
lished a relief station equipped with 
men and boats. 
R* ports from up the river are that 
the mammoth lee gorge near Conk­ 
lin. N. Y., broke and that the flood of 
released water made the river rise two 
feet. 
At Great Bend sixteen families 
had to be taken from their flooded 
homes In boats, and telephone and 
telegraph wires have been torn down; 
at Susquehanna considerable damage 
has been done; at W hbney’e Point a 
number of 
people were 
rescued In 
boats, and at Towanda. Meshoppen. 
Tunkhannock. Coxtoi 
and Pittsburg 
much damage has been done by the 
steadily rising waters

PORT DEPOSIT CUT OFF 


W ater Continues to Rise and Gorge 
Is Still Feared. 
Port Deposit, Md.. March 3.—This 
town In cut off front all communica­ 
tion by rail or water with the outside 
world. Water rovers the tracks of the 
Pennsylvania railroad for miles, so 
that the railroad authorities are not 
trying to run trains out or into Port 
Deposit. 
With water harking into the streets 
that lead to May street, submerging 
all the wharve#, the situation Is still 
a source of worrk to the inhabitants. 
The situation Is growing more seri­ 
ous as the water rises rapidly. There 
is a dense fog, but the grinding and 
crashing of the Ice in the river as It 
rushes down to th** hay Is plainly 
heard. 
Water is about four feet deep 
over the railroad ties at the south end 
of town, while about eighteen inches 
of water covers the tracks in front of 
the temporary station, ami is rising 
at the rate of six inches an hour. 
Boats have been substituted for wag­ 
ons in the streets. 
Havre de Grace, on th e opposite side 
of the Susquehanna river, is now also 
threatened, as it looks as lf the Ice 
will jam on the flats below. Water is 
rising in the streets of the town, 
and the owner# of shops and fa cto ries 
are moving out. 


Dynamiting Ice at Herkim er. 
Little Falls, N. Y., March 3. — The 
floods which have continued at Her­ 
kimer for two days are higher now 
than at any time since the water be­ 
gan to rise. having gained more than 
a foot. About a hundred employes of 
the state department of public works 
have been at work exploding dynamite 
in an effort to open the river -channel, 
but have had little success. The village 
officials want to blow up the bridge

Arbitration has 
bien thrown aside and the company 
lands ready to tight the whole city. 
Oil the o th e r hand, the 124 unions 
{.ave pledged them selves to strike in 
sympathy with the carm en next Sat­ 
urday and are m assing their forces for 
a battle which will m ake or break 
labor unionism in this city. 
Union 
men 
that 
have been on the most 
friendly term s with their employers 
notified the em ployers that, although 
they were sorry, they would have to 
quit 
work 
when 
the 
strike 
gong 
sounds. 
This is the situation after days of 
effort on th»* part of influential m er­ 
ch an ts’ and citizens’ associations to 
bring about peace. 
Their failure is 
due to the rem arkable implacability of 
one man George H, Earle, president 
of the Real E sta te T rust company and 
one of the city’s three representatives 
on the isiard of directors of the Rapid 
Transit company. Several tim***, whee 
the majority of the directors swung 
toward arbitration, Mr. Earle stiffened 
their backbones. At present the direc- 
'ors are unanimous 
Mr. Earle’s influence has been no- 
whi re mon* manifest than upon the 
lion John E. Heyburn, mayor of the 
tty. 
The 
mayor vacillated in the 
winds of public opinion like a shuttle­ 
cock until Earle took him firmly in 
hand. Since that day when Earle stood 
out single-handed against place and 
overawed a w'hole board of directors 
Heyburn has been of all the lot the 
most virulently opposed to arbitration, 
There has been a good deal of curi­ 
osity as to why Mr. Earle set himself 
so stubbornly against all propositions 
to bring the company and the men to­ 
gether. 
Mr. E arle’g own explanation 
of his atftnde Is set forth briefly. He 
does not lielieve that the results of 
arbitration could possibly Im* penna­ 
nt tit. 
He believes that the company 
would have to m ake the same fight 
all over again with a set of men who 
have no respect for agreem ents.

The hope of Intervention seems so 
remote that em ployers of labor are 
prejiartng to m ake the beat of things 
whin trouble comes to town on Sat­ 
urday. 
Many plants exjieet to shut 
up absolutely. 
O thers 
expect they

looks as lf the theaters will lie dark 
Managers were notified by represent* 
tire s of the T heater M echanics' a rso ­ 
n atio n that a walkout wan coming Of 
course there are countless factories 
that Rn* not at the m ercy of unions, 
but even thi s** expect desertions. The 
walking delegates of the unions have 
been busy proselyting all wi ek. The 
union officials insist that rhejr mis­ 
sionary work has been successful and 
that they have put thousands of for­ 
mer non-union men on their lists. 
Just how many men will quit work 
on Saturday is a!! guess work John 
J 
Murphy, president of the Central 
Labor union boasts that he can crack 
the whip over 150.000 Workmen. Few 
save Mr. Murphy believe that so many 
men will strike. A conservative esti­ 
mate puts th** num ber at 75,000. Mer­ 
chants whose business has suffered 
are asking them selves: “If 5000 idle 
carm en can bring about a series of 
riots that cost half a dozen lives, in­ 
jured 2UO people and made Philadel­ 
phia 
shameful 
before the country, 
what condition of things is to be ex­ 
pelled lf 75.000 men are thrown Idly 
upon the streets, all anim ated by re­ 
sentment against th** Rapid T ransit 
com pany?” 
T he very success of the company In 
reinstating service— which it has act­ 
ually done to a large degree 
Is ex­ 
pected to be un Irritant when the gen 
eral s trik e comes. 
The business men have come to the 
conclusion that it is u s e U u to appeal 
to the Rapid T ransit directors. 
Their 
main hope Is that councils may in­ 
fluence the com pany or that McNiehol. 
Yare and 
Penrose will 
be able to 
“ think up something. ’ 


Efforts of Merchants Fail. 
It seemed to be th** theory of the 
peace 
delegations that 
Earle, as a 
representative of th e public, would 
feel bound to recognize the widespread 
dem and for lybitratinn from the pub 
lie, but from th** announcem ents made 
by Earle himself, as well as the com­ 
pany, argum ents for peace had no ef­ 
fect. 
Atter Samuel D 
Lit and Ga­ 
briel Blum, as representatives of the 
m erchants' association, 
had 
a long 
conference with Earle and Vice Presl- 
lent Clarence Wolf, the following an­ 
nouncement was m ade: 
“The m erchants used their lest ef­ 
forts 
with both sides to have the 
strike settled, but Inasmuch as neither 
side would relent from its position, 
their efforts were of no avail.” 
“We have urged upon the company 
the disastrous effects which h a w ac­ 
companied the strike of the carmen 


thus la*.* said -ne of the merchants. 
“We have tried to im press the direc­ 
tors of tho company wit ii the loss of 
life and dam age to property that has 
resulted. We have also tried to point 
out to them the possible consequences 
of a general strike upon the entire 
city in Hie event that this strike be­ 
comes an actuality. But all our talk, 
all our argum ents, have not shaken 
the directors. We have found it im­ 
possible to move 
them, and conse­ 
quently have had to give up. 
I fear 
the outcom e of their action.” 
The union labor people made their 
last plan for the strike. After a m eet­ 
ing of tile delegates of the Central 
Labor union it was announced that 
the strike would begin tin* instant tin* 
clock quit striking twelve next Friday 
night, so that the men wouldn’t have 
to show up for work at all on S atur­ 
day. 
The unions are threatening to boy­ 
cott storekeepers who deal with the 
Rapid T ransit company. Two or three 
saloonkeepers and a baker have com­ 
plained already that the unions are 
scaring custom ers away from them be- 
’ caus** they furnished supplies to non 
union carmen at the com pany's barns. 
There was not the slightest sign of 
disorder W ednesday, and th * company 
managed to put about I OOO cars In ser­ 
vile during the busy hours.

60 DEAD' IN TRAINS

Gars Swept by Rushing Snow

Wellington sa*; hurled two trains into 
a canyon 2"* feet below, according to 
offbia! reports Superintendent O'Neill.

of the relief work, wired the inform a­ 
tion. 
Twenty three bodle* have be«*n re 
covered 
from 
beneath the tons of 
snow, several persons were rescued 
alive and the work Is being pushed 
with a feverish haste in the hope of 
savlnk many more. 
Two relief trains left Everett for 
Wellington. IOO miles away, but have 
encountered many obstacles. 
One train carried 
physicians and 
nurses, while th** othe* 'h e second to

carried undertakers, 
wrecking 
outfits and labor* rn. 
The trains aud a portion of th** vil 
lag* 
were hurled 
from the narrow 
ledge of the high line to the bottom 
of the can von, 200 feet below.
